1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16, drawn to a fuel vapor leak detection apparatus, classified in 
class 123, subclass 520. 

II. Claim 1 7, drawn to a fuel supply apparatus fuel tank flange structure, 
classified in class 123, subclass 509. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are distinct since they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions are distinct because the leak 
detecting systems do not require the particular fuel tank flange structure of claim 17. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
speciesof the claimed invention: I: Figure 1; II: Figure 4 (with a reference orifice). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. . Currently, no claims generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
